Red Co-op Not 
Member Of 
Ontario Union 



A Toronto evening paper this 
week published a report of the 
Communist controlled Workers' 
Co -Operative of New Ontario 
which is operating in the gold 
mine area of Northern Ontano, 
'*Tlie report is of some concern 
to the v/hole co-operative move- 
ment because of the danger that 
other co-operatives may be tarred 
with the same brush," said Har- 
old GJienU manager of the New- 
market District Co-Operative, 
and president of the Co-Opera- 
Uve Union of Ontario. 

TTie report, while true of the 
Workers' Co-OperaUve of New 
OntariD, does nut mention that 
in the same area, there are sev- 
eral other co-operatives operating 
in immediate competition with 
the Workers' Co-Operalive, be 
said. He cmphasi/ed ihtd Uic 
Workers' Co-Operative had been 
refused mcmhersliip in the Co- 
operative Union because of its 
policies, and that the co-operative 
movement wi a whole j;> express- 
ly against the support of political 
[iartios. 

"It is a common lactic to op- 
erate behind the front of a legiti- 
mate orgsmi/alion," he said. 
*"l'be Workers' Co-Operallve docs 
les.^ Uian baH of one percent of 
the business done in Ontano by 
co-operatives v/hich gives some 
idea of its relative importance," 
he itddcd. 

"If someone wants to start a 
co-operative, tfiere is nothing to 
.itop him as long as he obeys the 
law, regardless of whether he is 
a Communist. There are Com- 
munist papers, hut that dnos not 
make Ibc whole prcs:> .su^ijcvt. 
The same v^ith co-operaUVL-i," he 
said.

See End Of School Problems In Union 
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A fiiiarp increase in Newmar- 
ket's non-resident school fees 
has started a chain reaction 
which mav end in union v/ith 
East Gwilfimhury's S.S. 3, north 
of Newmarket, At a meeting 
last Friday nighl. the Newmar- 
ket board raised fees lo 53 cents 
a day j)er pupih 
. As a . result, a propo,sol has 
been made for the union of the 
section with Nev/markel; the 
Newmarket Bchoot board showed 
interest in the idea on Friday 
night. The tmion Mi/as proposed 
by the school insfK-elor, O. M. 
McKillop al the Friday meeting, 
to Bolvo what he called "a 30 
year problem in the school sec- 
tion." Two tru-slecs from S-S. 
3 also attended the meeting. 

On Monday night, the Second 
Street S.S, 3 scho*dliouse was 
jarnmed when a ineeling of rate- 
payers was held. They unani- 
mously approved of sending a 
petition to the Kasl awillimbury 
council for school section union 
wiUi Newmarket. 

The soutJi part of S-S, 3 lakes 
in homes which arc built beyond 
the north limits of Newmarket 
iri East Gwillimbury lownslnp. 
The section has a rural school 
Hwo milea north of Newmarket 
which cannot accommodate alt 
children in Ihe area and Uie sec- 
Hon has been paying for the 
education of 47 students from the

The letters- which were stol- 
en contained cash totalling $433 
and nine cheques.

An employee of the post office 
for two years. Couch could give 
no reason for his conduct. His 
fjdher. Waller Couch, and two 
neighbors who have known him 
ail his life were character wit- 
nesses at his trial.

"People here simply can't realize. _ _" Canadians 
really haven't done verj^ much to lielp halt the advance 
of communism in Korea, or any place else, not even at 
home. We have lent our money and our arms, our 
brahis and some of our fij^htiuK men. But it hasn't 
cost us veiT much. It hasn't lowered our standard of 
living particularly. It hasn't lengthened our hours or 
made more arduous our daily effort- 
Do Canadians really believe they can win their 
share of the battle without hurt? Do they i-eally 
beh'eve that the deaths of hundreds of thousands of men 
and women and children in Korea and along the perim- 
eter of Russian expansion can become a page in history 
without disturbing their ways?

Thoie is no doubt of air attacks on Nortti Amer- 
ican centres in event of war, ami there is no doubt that 
a policy of disperital of essential industries would do 
muclt to lessen damage to these industries at a lime 
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when their continued production is most important. 
But while no loss an authority than Hon Brooke Clax- 
ton, minister of national defence, encourages these 
views, it is apparent that they are not entirely shai^ed 
by the employees of tlie govenimeiiU 

The Midland Free Press Herald quotes an instance 
of this contradiction: It prints the following statement 
from Mr. Claxton ; 

". . . It would be fooliiardy not to take into accotmt 

the possibilitjs indeed tlie probability, of air attack in 
the event of a general war> 

"A dispei-sed population and industry offer a poor 
target to enemy aircraft. . . Dispersion can be achieved 
through the planned location of new . . . industries and 
important installations so as to establish them outside 
an area which might be affected in a weli-dirocted . . , 
attack. . , Planned dispersal \vou3d have a generally 
beneficial effect on living standards in peacetime and 
lead to greater security in war," 

And follows this with the recent announcement of 
JSrajor-Gen, John IL MacQiicen, jirosidont of the Can- 
adian Arsenals Ltd., a $90 million crown company, that 
"electronics production facilities will be expanded with 
the building of a new §2 million plant in Toronto/' 

As the Mdland paper suggests, isn't it time that 
jrr. Claxton and Gen, JlacQueen were formally intro-- 
ducGd. 



FOOD ADVERTISING 

The members of the Holt Fanii Forum believe that 
farmers should advertise their produce, an opinion which 
they share with some 80 jiercent of the forums in Can- 
ada. Tins conclusion was their answer to the question 
asked on the January 8 forum broadcast : "Do you think 
it is a good idea or not for farm organizations to collect 
money from farmers for the purpose of promoting the 
sale of their products as the Dairy Farmers of Canada 
are doing with dairy products?" 

The fact is that Canada possesses a huge, untapinnl 
market for food products. Nutritional studies have 
shown thai Canadians do not eat enough of the right 
kind of food. If the demand for farm prodticts was in 
keeping with the nutritional needs of the average Can- 
adian, we doubt if there wouhi be any farm suri^luses. 

There is only one way by w h i e h to roach that 
jnarket and that is by persuading Canadians to invest 
more money in food, and the surest manner in which 
tins can be accomplished is by advertising and, as the 
Holt forum suggests, more attractive packaging. It's no 
longer eiiough to go along in llu> belief that becaui^e 
each Canadian should eat a certain amount of food 
daily that ho will Sttidies of the levol of national 
health show Ihat this no longer applies il\ indci^h it 
ever did. 

To reach this inarluH, the fanner nui^t compoto 
witli tht! hundiCTtls of C(»Miiler-atlractiuns of otluM' ginnls 
aad services, ami he viui do it effectively only if hv adver- 
tises hi.^ message acros^t llie country.

The 
mobile citizen, cruising for space, 
crosses his fingers, gently drives 
between these trucks taking a 
gambler's chance that he can 
make it before another driver, 
. coming in the opposite direction, 
has the same idea. 

Last year Mayor Bell brought 
a suggestion before council that 
four feet of pavement be remov- 
ed and that the telephone pok-s 
be taken off Yonge St, in the 
congested area. Little discussion 
was devoted to the plan. Chief 
objection, of course, ^^'as cost. 

We are quite aware of the fact 
that municipal matters involving 
money move slowly. Wo are also 
aware that there should always 

be a definite plan before any 
project is launched. But the 
parTcing plan is a foregone con- 
clusion. First a parking lot cen- 
trally located, then the widening 
of Yonge 5t, and finally parking 
meters. This is an intelligent 
perspective and one that has been 
pretty well thrashed out over the 
odd cup of Java by every local 
driven We cannot shoot holes 



in the idea if it follows this pat- 
tern. 

Aurora is singularly fortunate 
in having council and the board 
of trade aware of the necessity 
for co-operation- For these two 
bodies, comprised mostly of local 
business people, to sit down at a 
round table conference and dis- 
cuss the matter amicably is in- 
deed commendable- But when 
the dollar sign is written before 
figures totalling thousands, en- 

thusiasm wanes. This could even 
now happen to parking plans at 
present imderway. Putting off 
the purchase of land because the 
price seems exhorbitant is not 
going to reduce real estate values 
to bargain prices. Wo always 
have to pay in the highest mark- 
et for our necessities, 

Newmarket has spent $45,000 
for parking facilities. Naturally 
Aurora is not in the same popula- 
tion bracket. We are not sug- 
gesting that any such sum should 
be spent. But taking into con- 
sideration the trade angle, the 
fact that our town is on a main 
highway, the fact that \^-e have 
no parking, the situation becomes 
even more critical than it v/ould 
be if we were situated off the 

beaten track. 

If our parking solution ruus in- 
to, even half of that of our neigh- 
bor, it will be cheap at the price 

if vre plan for the future* We 
hope council will not measure 
this problem merely in terms of 
''land, gravel, levelling and light- 
ing," but look ahead to the ab- 
soUilely priceless asset presently 
obtainable property could prove 
to Aurora. 
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"If proper arrangements can't be jnade for a 
9100,000 school let's spend 530,000 or ?15,000 for a 
two-room school on a smaller site. It might do for two

Specifications and cost of a pro- 
posed fire engine for King were 
diciissed at a public meeting of 
ratepayers on Friday* Jan. 25. 
Introduced by Chief George 
Brown, Norman R, Horrotks, rep- 
resentative for La' France Fire 
Engine and Foamlte Ltd., Toron- 
to, described a fire truck at an 
estimated cost of $10,350 includ- 
ing delivery charges. 

The machine has a three-ton 
chassis with 500 G.RM. pump at 
120 lbs. pressure, four-inch suc- 
tion hose capable of delivering 
two two and a half Inch, two one- 
inch and one one and a half inch 
streams. The body is designed to 
include a 5D0-gaUon tank with 
easy rear fill connections. Num- 
erous fire department tools and 

equipment are included. 

A summary of costs prepared 
by H- G. Rose, clerk- treasurer of 
Kine twp., was outlined by W. F. 
B, Hood, chairman of the meet- 
ing. On fire equipment costing 
$10^000 the government grant is 
ten percent of the cost immedi- 
ately (oHowing approval lest. 
The subsidy at the start of the 
second year would be 25 percent 
for $2,500, A balance of «e,500 
would remain^ which could be 
p^d by a ten-year debenture of 
$6,500 at three and a half per- 
cent interest requiring an annual 
payment of $78L58 equal to a 
rate of 3.6 mills based on the 
1051 assessment or a 20-year 
debenture at a rate of 2,1 mills. 
The latter was not considered 
feasible. Opinion fawred the pro- 
posed ten-year debenture. - 

It was pointed out that where 
volunteer fire brigades and fire- 
fighting apparatus are establish- 
ed there is considerable reduction 
in fire insurance rates- 

Since it is necessary to secure 
a heated building for iiousing a 
fire engine. Chief Brown and 
Deputy Glass with Alex. Camp- 
bell were appointed to investigate 
location and cost of constructing 
a fire hall. It is expected that 
demonstration of the La France 
fire engine will be given in King 
in about two weelcs' timo when 
the public will have an opportun- 
ity to examine the construction 
of the machine.

Improved Grants 

A definito advantage is seen 
by the Newmarket Iionrd in the 
union school plan. The depart' 
ment has a ceiling on teaching 
costs for which it gives a grant. 
The 29 percent grant is arrived 
at by mtiltlplying the average 
attendance by 75. In Newmar- 
ket's case, it Is $48,750 a^d if 
Stdaries increase beyond that fig- 
ure, the grant is not increased. 
Newmarket's salaries now total 
$-13,753 and a raise in salaries' at 
the end of this school year Is ex- 
pected to put this figure t>eyond 
the ceiling. Howcveri if part of 
5.S. 3 is taken in with Newmar- 
ket, the average attendance will 
be raised considerably and con- 
sequently the grant celling will 
bo higher. .

Last week we began probing the question of married 
wor^n seeking eDiploymont outsidG their homes. We 
fovind that the pressure of chxuimtances somGtimes 
compelled this action as in the case of illness or widow- 
hood. However, these are not reasons exclusive to our 
times. The answer to the increase in the numbers of 
women who have relumed to the professional and 
business world is a complex one- 
One underlying cause is lo be 

found in the spiraUtng cost of 

living. Each month new increas- 



es are reported in the index by 
the department o£ statistics. But 
no housewife neods lo be told 

that her dollars have lost their 
elasticity. In July, we purchas- 
ed lard far 19 cents a pound. The 
same brand sells today for 27 
cents. Next week there may be 
an additional mark-up. 

Salaries have not kept pace 
^vith these increases. The con- 
tents of the pay envelope which 
maj* have been adequate with 

frugal management in 1948 are in 
1951, insufficient to maintain the 
family's standard of living. 

Some families have a bank re- 
serve and are drawing on this 
to help fill the widening gap be- 
tween the cost o( the essentials, 
food, shelter, clothing, etc.^ and 
the purchasing power of the pay 
cheque. In other families the 
wife has turned lo gainful em- 
ployment outside her home. 
Women Needed 

A slightly different picture is 
presented by the group of women 
whose skills arc badly needed in 
the community. Pressure of a 
different type has been used to 
encourage their return to their 
I professions. Married nurses have 
J been begged to accept duty to 
:holp ease the tremendous short- 
age in this field. 

Il is not so many years ago that 
it was almost unknown to have 
a married woman on the teaching 
staff of our schools. In signing 
her marriage certificate she auto- 
matically signed her resignation. 
TJiere is a great need for more 
doctors, dietieians and social 

workers as wel! as nurses and 
t&aehers and married, profession- 
ally trained women are finding it 
difficult not to answer the call. 

V/ith the threat of a shortage 
of labor as industries step up 
production, more women will de- 
cide lo become co-wa^c earners 
with their husbands. Once again, 
as during the past war, an army 
of women will bo recruited to 
work in the factories. Not all of 
these will be married, but many 
who otherwise would remain at 
home with their families will 
attempt handling the two jobs. 
For the married woman without 
children or whose children have 
gn>wn up, this will be merely a 
problem of overtaxing her capa- 
hiiitieii. 
Possible Results 

It is not enough in discussing 
the question of marled women 
working outside their homes lo 
outline the causes and reasons for 
this situation without including 
an estimate of the possible re- 
sults. In times of low employ- 
ment might the married woman 
become a threat to others in her 
ability to accept a lov/er wage? 
That is one argument constantly 
used by those opposed to married 



women in the business and pro- 
fessional world. If true, our ec- 
onomic set-up certainly needs 
some drastic changes. 

Anyone acquainted with Chil- 
dren's Aid work is well aware of 
the damaged lives of the children 
who during the war years were 
alto^^'ed lo grow up alone. They 
returned from school to an empty 
house. The father was in the 
services and the mother on shift 
work in a war plant. How many 
youths aE^earing in the courts 

today got their start on the road 

l:> delinquency from such homes? 

It would be absurd as well as 
untrue lo assume that every 
working mother neglects her 

home and family. More fre- 
quently she is a more efficient 
organizer of her lime and ener- 
gies than her counterpart who re- 
mains at home. She hasn't all 
day lo do the job. Just because 
she returns to work, the married 
woman does not cease to be an 
individual with her personal var- 
iations. She should be judged 

individually. 

Wo all know women who 
sp^nd as much time away from 
their families attending meet- 
ings, bridges and other social 
events as the women' who go to 
business. And .we know too well 
of women who take no part in 
church, community or club activi- 
ties and yet whose hu^ands' 
shirts are missing buttons, socks 
are left undarned and whose pics 
would never win the grand award 

at the C^.E. 
Kalsed Eyebrows 

For years it has been an ac- 
cepted practice for a wife to 
assist her husband in his store, 
for the doctor^ wife lo keep 
his books^ But if she decides lo 
go to work in someone else's 
office or store her neighbors 
raise their eyebrows. Surely 
after spending years receiving 
her education, the professionally 
trained woman has the rijjht, if 
she desires, lo continue in that 

profession following her mar- 
riage- Would not her conlrtbu- 
lion to the nation be greater 
Ihrougli her doing the work she 
most enjoys as long as her fam- 
ily does not suffer? Wonkl she 
not be a better motber because 
of her satisfaction in herself? 

Tlie trend appears to bo def- 
initely established for the return 
of married women in even in- 
creasing numbers lo industry, 

business and the profession. It 
is a many-sided question and one 
which each woman must answer 
herself. She would he wise in 
considering the many disadvanta- 
ges such a slop will entail, but 
once she has decided th(? way 
.should 1>e left open to her. It 
is time WG stopped discriminatini; 
against her as a group and left 
her free to seek employment res- 
tricted only by her personal lim- 
itations.

McClelland is the president of 
York Council There are 100 
Homo and School associations 
within this council with a mem- 
bership of over 20,Q0O. 

Mrs. McClelland is well known 
In Newmarket for her many 
contributions lo the work of 
Home and School and for her 
easy, relaxed manner of public 
speaking. Her most recent visit 
was no exception. The Jargc 
group in attendance greatly en- 
joyed her talk. 

''Tlie Home and School associ- 
ation should he concerned with 
all problems thai relate lo the 
v/Olfare of the child in the home, 
school and community,'* she said. 
"Its main objective should be to 
interest all people in all thild- 
rcn, lo link in common purpose 
the home, ihc school and other 



educative forces In the life of 
the child to work for his highest 
good. 

"It should learn first hand all 
school conditions and all town 
conditions which affect the child. 
It should encourage all influen- 
ces and conditions which insure 
the growth and safety of the 
child. It shoidd work actively to 
supply the school and commun- 
ity needs by creating public 
sentiment which will favor and 
provide good teachers, good 
school equipment and adequate 
recreation for leisure tune. It 
should give service lo the l»omc 
by Iraining for parenthood and 
homemaking and lo the school 
by adding parent power lo school 
power. 

"It should not be the means of 
cntorUiinmenl or charity or cri- 
licism of school autlioiity, but 
a co-operative, non-parlisan, 
non-seclariim, non-commorcial 
effort to produce Canadian citi- 
:^cns wlio will be capable of per- 
petuating the best in our nation- 
al life/^ 



The 'Forgotten Years 



Dr. Margaret Arklnalall, Home 
Kdu cation convenor for the Nev/- 
market Home and School associ- 
ation, spoke on the child from 
6 lo 12 at the January 23 meet- 
ing of the group. Dr. Arkinslali 
said that these arc often refer- 
red lo as the "forgotten years". 

''A great deal of ollenlion and 
literature has been directed to 
the period from I lo 5 and the 
adolescent years, but the years 
from e lo 12 aix' very important 
ones in the life of the child. 
Thtjy have a great bearing on 
his later life. We must try to 
understand him and to realize 
Ihat eacli child is different," she 
said. 

"However, there are marked 
similuiilies wluch characteri^ 
this period. One is ceaseless 
activity. The piuent or teacher 
who expects a chihl in Uiis ago 
group to be quiet is invitintj dis- 
appointment. Wd can't suppress 
Ihii; activity. We nmst direct U. 
We Jnust show more Bvxii>ihty 
at this Ume than we <lid with 
Iho younger child. 

"We cm rca.ion wiUi him and 
expect htm lo intelligently rea- 
son with tis. He is capable of 



understanding that certain rules 
must be followed. He nuist con- 
form to what we require in the 
home, school and tlie commun- 
ity. Bui, let's make our luUis 
so that we can break them with- 
in reason, Lel*s b^ more willing 
lo co-operate with the chtJrf. We 
should bo ready to listen to his 
side of the story and lo wi>rk 
out plans together, 

••A clear distinction should be 
made in the mind of the child 
between required activities and 
free activities. Things he nuisl 
do, tluties around home, he 
should have Uiese and should 
learn that ho must carry them 
out himself. II is a continual 
process so that we nuist not be 
impatient. There is probably 
not more than one child in 5,000 
who is born tidy- 

"In the free activities he 
-should be allowed to follow wiUi- 
iii reason his own wishes. He 
m.*cds more freedom al this ago. 
Let's be ready lo aihnit onr 
faiitts. l,et*s he big enough to 
admit il lo the child when we 
liave Iwon tinrcasonable av in- 
tolerant and be;; his pardon. 
He'll respect us for it,"

Many home makers today do 
not have the time nor the cook- 
ing facilities to prepare a pot of 
good old-fashioned soup and they 
naturally turn to canned soups. 
A tasty bowl cf canned soup may 
be served by preparing it as dir- 
ected on tlie can or by combining 
two soups, or even by adding a 
pinch of herbs or spices such as 
clove^ curry powder, celery seed, 
bay leaf, thyme or garlic, depend- 
ing upon the kind of soup and 
Jhe family's taste. 

A few of the soups wlilcli seem 
to combine well are cream of 
chicken with cream of celery, 
mu^iroom or f^rcen pea; cream 
of tomato with cream of mush- 
room; cream of celery with cream 
of asparagus; chicken soup with 
cream of tomato or vegetable 
soup. By the way, cream soups 
are en excellent way to (jet non- 
mJIk drinkers to take milk. 

A canned soup such as aspara- 
gus, tomato, mushroom, celery or 
chicken lends itself to being iiGe<l 
3fi a quick sauce or gravy. For 
either purpose the soup may he 
used just as it comes from the 
can or diluted with liquid, de- 
pending upon the thickness de- 
fired. When used as a bindev 
for meat loaves or in souffles or 
.^asserolos the soup is generally 
!eft undiluted but for creamed 
chicken and vegetables some liq- 
uid is added to miiko it tho con- 
sistency of a meiijum cream 
sauce. 

By adding an insrcdient or two 

to a canned cream soup, for ex- 
ample, grated cheese to mush- 
room soup, and then healbig it 
you iiave an appetising rarebit. 

Condensed vegetables soup may 
be added to meat pies and stews 
in place of vegetables and loft- 
over dishes can often be made do 
by adding condensed soup.
